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December Tax Notice 
irks Local Taxpayers 


Property owners in St, 
Albert, who have either tak- 
en possession of a new pro- 
perty or made improve- 
ments since the last assess- 
ment roll was made, are 
presently receiving tax not- 
ices which provoked a cer- 
tain amount of hostile public 
reaction, 

There are several areas 
of complaint related to this 
supplementary assessment 
issue, The main objection 
comes from ratepayers who 
feel that the supplementary 
assessment is uafair, others 
complain that the tax notice 
is untimely because it’s 
too close to Christmas time, 
One irate ratepayer said, 
“‘T object to a retroactive 
tak 37) 

The supplementary ass- 
essment bylaw was ratified 
by town council on June 19, 
1972 when bylaw 31/72 was 
given third and final read- 
ing. This bylaw was passed 
following enactment of an 
amendment to the Municipal 
Taxation Act in the provin- 
cial legislature earlier this 
year, 

The amended legislation 
gives authority to munici- 
palities to pass a special 
assessment bylaw author- 
izing municipalities to levy 
a Supplementary assess- 
ment of property. This Act 
was legislated because mun- 
icipalities, throughout the 
province had been complain- 
ing for many years of the 
unfair taxation deadline sit- 
uation, The complaining 
municipalities meant that it 
was unfair for a shrewd 
operator to build and occupy 
his house or place of bus- 
iness ‘“‘for free’’ from any 


period after October 31 until 
the next assessment period, 
This ‘free tax time’ could 
extend from a few weeks up 
to almost a full year. This 
also includes improvements 
to property. 


Now, that ‘loophole has 
been circumvented by the 
Supplementary Assessment 
of Improvements Act. It’s 
not a retroactive tax or is 
it unfair, Through this leg- 
islation, every property ow- 
ner pays his share from the 
time the work is completed 
or the property is occupied. 
The improvements are ass- 
essed and taxes pro-rated 
on the value of that part of 
the improvement whichdoes 
not appear on the assess- 
ment roll at the time the 
supplementary assessment 
is made, 

In explaining the ‘un- 
timely’ mailing of supple- 


mentary notices in Decem- 
ber, ‘just before Christmas’ 
Russ Bowen, secretary 
treasurer explained the Act 
as follows: 

“To comply with legisla- 
tion, now that we have a 
supplementary assessment 
bylaw,’’ Mr. Bowen exe 
plains, ‘the assessment 
must be done, the supple- 
mentary assessment roll 
must be completed and the 
assessment notices mailed 
before the end of the year.*’ 

Mr. Bowen and other 
members of the town hall 
staff sympathize with citi- 
zens who were not expecting 
an assessment notice at this 
time, but feel that the entire 
issue has been sufficiently 
aired in The Gazette and at 
council meetings that ‘ass- 
essment notices at this time 
ot Gabissmas Or not, .. 
should not have taken anyone 
by surprise,

cent, enough to make a loan 
sharking operation look 
legitimate by comparison, 
It would appear that the max- 
imum interest rate controll- 
ed by law applies to every- 
one but Governments, The 
alternative to paying inis 
exorbitant rate of interest 


Retroactive taxation is as 
wrong as retroactive pun- 
ishment, Everyone is ene 
titled to advance knowledge 
of the rules under which 
they operate, 

I have no objection to 
the principle of supplemen- 
tary assessment, only to 
making it retroactive. If we 
had known when we bought 
that we would be subject 
to this situation, we could 
have planned accordingly. 

We could also have de- 
cided whether or not the 
effect of this added cost of 
our home in the year of 
purchase was a determin- 
ing factor in our decision 
on location, We have no 
choice as the situation now 
exists, it is a circumstance 
which violates all princi- 
ples of just stewardship and 
fairness.

Hyndman outlines new three 
year education finance plan 


Education Minister Lou 
Hyndman has announced the 
baselines of the govern 
ment’s 3 year financing pro 
gram. He described the four 
principles, developed in Cab- 
inet, that the new plan would 
follow: 

In 1973 and subsequent 
years the instructional por- 
tion of the school foundation 
fund will be increased by up 
to 7 2 per cent. Increases in 
1974 and 1975 will be related 
to fluctuations in the gross 
provincial product—or some 
other index of economic pro- 
ductivity. The minister noted 
that the 7 '/2 per cent annual 
increment represented a go- 
vernment target in other 
social service delivery areas 
as well. 

Instructional grants to 
school boards will be made 
on a per pupil basis. Per 
pupil grants and percentage 
increasing each year: may 
vary in respect of “element- 
ary”, “junior high”, and “high 
school” pupil categories. Be- 
cause grants will not be tied 
to each individual student, 
instead of groups of 26 stu-

Other 
existing grants for such it 
ems as transportation and 
vocational programs will re- 
main approximately the 
same. 

In addition an Education 
Opportunity Fund will be 
established to help introduce 
and improve selected educa 
tional services and pro- 
grams. Emphasis will be 
on those services and pro- 
grams which either serve the 
unserved, or are of benefit to 
all Albertans. Selections will 
be according to government 
priorities with some refer- 
ence to local expressions of 
need. Details and methods of 
payment will. be announced 
early in the new year. 

Controls over school board 
supplementary requisitions 
(funds raised from local tax- 
payers) will be retained. 

The present plebiscite sy- 
stem, however, will be drop- 
ped. 

Full details of the new 
nlan, based on many of the 
recommendations of the Mi- 
nisters Advisory Committee 
on School Finance, will be 


announced in January. Mean 
. 


while the four major guide 
lines approved by Cabinet 
are expected to provide 
school boards with informa 
tion to plan next year’s bud- 
get. 

Explaining the shift to a 
per pupil grant, Mr. Hynd 
man said “Since costs are 
calculated on a per pupil ba 
sis, revenues should be paid 
in the same way. Group 
grants only serve to confuse 
the public and make eduea- 
tional finance more complex 
than it really is.” 

Asked to explain what sort 
of controls would be institu- 
ted to replace plebiscites, the 
Minister offered one alterna- 
tive now being considered. 
He cited the “petition for a 
vote” method presently a- 
vailable to ratepayers under 
school buildings regulations. 

“Under this method, if 2 
per cent of the ratepayers 
sign a petition, a public ref- 
erendum must be held to 
approve expenditures,” said 
Mr. Hyndman. “This is only 
one of the options we are 
considering”, he added. 

Explaining the increases in 
foundation funds, Mr. Hynd- 
man said, “Alberta now en- 
joys high quality education. 
We have one of the lowest 
teacher-pupil ratios in Can- 


ada, some of the best school 
buildings and a convenient 
school transportation syst- 
em. It costs money to main- 
tain that quality.” 

Education is a labor inten- 
sive industry and labour 
costs are rising faster than 
other costs. 

Asked how increased la- 
hour costs might he held in 
check while still maintaining 
the quality of education, Mr. 
Hyndman mentioned two 
possibilities. 

“Differential staffing—a 
method which emphasizes 
division of labour, with pay- 
ment by job level and spec- 
ialty—could lower total la- 
bour costs”, he said. 

“Another possibility is the 
introduction of new ways of 
delivering education to stu- 
dents. Here, he added, “I am 
thinking about the greater 
use of media technology, 
such as that proposed for the 
Alberta Academy in the 
Worth Report.”

Dental Health 


TREATING 
THE HANDICAPPED: 

The dentist must know 
that the patient is handicap- 
ped well in advance of any 
appointment and he should 
be briefed on the patient's 
medical background. The 
dentist should make his own 
examination as well as rely 
on information from the pa- 
tient’s physician. 

The doctor will have a 
good idea how much dental 
stress can be tolerated and 
will advise the dentist on va- 
rious drugs and procedures 
that the patient cannot take. 

Many mentally retarded 
and physically handicapped 
persons can be treated in a 
dentist's office. Others, how- 
ever, need a general anaes- 
thetic merely to be examined 
and may have to be treated 
at a hospital as an out-pa- 
tient. 

Close co-operation be- 


tween dentist and physician 
is needed when an epileptic 
is involved. Anti-convulsant 
drugs may have to be admin- 
instered. 

Cardiac patients must be 
careful of even the smallest 
infections. Those with a his- 
tory of rheumatic heart dis- 
ease should receive an anti- 
biotic before any oral surg: 
ery is undertaken. 

Arthritic and cerebral-pal- 
sied persons often don't have 
the muscular control to sit 
quietly. Where treatment 
can be given without a gen- 
eral anaesthetic, the physi- 
cian can also be of much help 
in treating the apathetic ag- 
ed or chronically ill. 

Even the allergic patient 
should tell his dentist about 
his medical history. He may 
get strong reactions to such 
things as certain anaesthe 
tics and filling materials.
